"I have been advised by able 
attorneys that there is a serious 
doubt as to the form of the legis- 
lation proposed by house bill No. 
154 (the production tax bill), es- 
pecially the provisions relating to 
intangible taxation," the governor 
said In her message. 
"It has been 
suggested to that only slight cor- 
rections are necessary to insure 
the validity of the bill. As the 
tax hoped to be raised by this bill 
involves millions, I suggest 'that 
you consider the question of such 
changes or corrections in the bill 
as will leave no doubt as .to the 
regularity of its form and provis- 
ions."

Dairymen assert that there will 
be a natural tendency to make 
such a switch and, it would have 
the effect of over-expanding dairy 
production. 


Dairy production has been about 


equal to domestic consumption for 
many years- There has been a ten- 
dency to increase output since 1928 
as dairy prices declined less rapid- 
ly than the prices of other farm 
products. Dairymen have not been 
depending on foreign markets as 
have growers of cotton, wheat and 
swine. 


In 
approaching administration 


of the act, Wallace finds that 
dairying involves 
two 
distinct 


types of activity. 
The fluid milk 
markets are mostly on a local 
basis, with the principal supply 
of even the largest cities within 
a comparatively small area. Prices 
vary widely between cities- 
Butter, cheese and other prod- 
ucts, on the other hand, are sold 
mainly in a national market with 
prices, at New York for butter 
forming the basis for most of*the 
butter trade throughout the coun- 
try. 


Trade Agreements. 
In the case of fluid milk mar- 


•kets, Wallace can negotiate trade 
agreements in which prices to 
farmers and prices to consumers 
can be fixed. These agreements 
will be free from anti-trust . law 
prohibitions. He has authority to 
enforce them by refusing licenses 
.to processors and dealers who cut 
^prices or otherwise violate the 
agreements a majority has ap- 
provbvd.

plain that prices are too low, be- 
lieve could be overcome by setting 
up voluntary committees of farm- 
ers to administer it.

dier, lawyer and manufacturer. 


While providing the 
president 


with this broad authority, 
the 
broad measure sent to congress 
Wednesday, specifically directs him 
to "establish 
such agencies" as 


may be necessary and to "delegate 
any of his functions and powers 
under this title/- 
These would go to Johnson, a 


former member of the old war in- 
dustries board and a close associ- 
ate of Bernard Baruch. He was 
offered the post by the president 
yesterday in a telephone conversa- 
tion. Pending actual creation of 
the office by congress and his ac- 
ceptance, Johnson has begun build- 
ing up an organization. 


This is part of the admlnistrk- 
tion's plan to drive the .moment- 
ous legislation through congress at 
the earliest possible moment and 
put it into effect as a keystone of 
the 
emergency steps aimed 
at 


breaking the depression. 


Under the industrial, regulation 
section of the legislation, indus- 
try would be permitted toi get to- 
gether through trade associations 
to control production, prices, hours 
of work and 
minimum' wages. 


"Should these agreements fail in 
any industry or should a'minority 
decline to join, the bill empowers 
the president to license plants If 
necessary. 
In informed circles Johnson, is 


credited with "putting the teeth" 
in the measure. 


Johnson is a native of Kansas 


and a graduate of West Point.

move- 


ments, improved commodity pri- 
ces, and a trend toward use of 
home-grown oats instead of city- 
bought gasoline. 
Three commission houses here, 


where one of the south's biggest 
mule markets operates, reported 
on increasing demand and dimin- 
ishing supply of mules all over 
the country. • 


Mule dealers say it is practic- 


ally impossible to buy mules from 
Tennessee, Kentucky, Illinois and 
Missouri just now and that there 
are not many to be bought even 
in the newer breeding grounds 
In Texas and the far west. 
Breeders, the commission men 
explained, began to drop the in- 
dustry eight or ten years ago 
when prices fell off. 
Now the 


old stock is dying off and -the 
new supply is short. 
The sales 


season is continuing later this 
year than in a long time. 
The average price for 
mules 
ranges from $140 to $160 up here, 
the commission men said, where 
a short time' ago it was $120 to 
$130. 
There is also a demand for 
horses of the farm type.!

PRESIDENT loOSEVELT EX- 
PECTED TO ASK CONGRESS 


TO APPROVE PLANS 


. WASHINGTON, May 
25—(IP)— 
President Roosevelt's reorganiza- 
tion of the great, structure of fed- 
eral bureaus is due :this week, and 
he 'is expected to ask congress to 
give It an official ratification. 


Another $300,000,000 or more is 
to be knocked off the federal bills 
by the program, so that with the 
veterans' cuts and other savings 
already made the president will be 
able to make good the campaign 
pledge of cutting government ex- 
penses twenty-five 
per 
cent, a 


round billion dollars. 


The weeks of careful work put 
into this task by Lewis W. Doug- 
las, budget director, resulted in a 
draft which he put 'before Mr. 
Roosevelt yesterday on a lazy, rest- 
ful cruise of the yacht Sequoia 
down the Potomac and 
out in 
Chesapeake Bay to Port Tobacco, 
Maryland. 


The president's survey is to be 
followed by a final redrafting. The 
reorganization will qub thousands 
of federal jobs and will reach into 
every government department. The 
postoffice is to reduce $150,000,000, 
the department of commerce $10,- 
000,000; even the labor department 
$3,000,000. Army and navy are ,to 
experience substantial cuts;.
